About five years ago, the prime minister of one 
of these great daimios by some means procured a 
copy of the Scriptures in Chinese, which, no doubt, 
had been brought into Japan by a certain mis- 
sionary. As it was not safe for this Japanese to 
read it openly, he with his younger brother stud- 
ied it in secret. In order to get instruction upon 
points that occurred to them in their reading, they 
made use of a trusty servant, and sent him to the 
port where the missionary resided, either to put 
questions to him viva voce, or else to be the bearer 
of letters of inquiry from themselves to the mis- 
sionary; and thus for the space of two years they 
kept up this intercommunication with him at 
irregular intervals. Finally, having occasion to 
go to the port on business for his master the 
daimio, the minister took with him his younger. 
brother, and embraced the opportunity to pay a 
visit to the missionary. Like all high officials in 
Japan, he was attended by a large train of armed 
followers and seryants. Such men never appear 
in the streets without a similar retinue. At the — 
door of the missionary’s house, he left his attend- — 
ants without, and entered accompanied only by 
his brother. This was his first personal interview 
with the missionary. He stayed there several 
hours, whilst he gave an account of the wondrous 
way in which God had led him and his brother,

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These interesting converts to Christ requested 
that no report of “the baptism should be made 
at that time, lest the fact of their conversion to 
Christianity should come to the ears of the gov- 
ernment, and thereby a work of grace, that ap- 
peared to have been begun among some others of 
their province, be arre ted by persecution ; for 
they said there were several friends of theirs who 
were reading the Bible in secret, and they hoped 
to see them brought to believe on the Son of God. 
No report of these baptisms was published; and 
for the same prudential reasons this narrative is 
now purposely written without giving the names 
of persons or places. 

More than two years passed after the return of 
these men to their native province, when the same 
prime minister came again to see the missionary 
who had baptized him. This time he brought 
with him his son and a doctor, his vassal, to “be 
baptized, these also being the fruits of the word 
of God in that region shut out from approach by 
the preacher of the Gospel. The son and doctor 
were baptized in the presence of the missionary 
and his family and the prime minister. -The latter 
had not concealed his own conversion from his mas- 
ter the daimio, nor that of the two converts that 
now accompanied him; he had, moreover, faithfully 
set before him the way of salvation, and endeay- 
oured to show him that the Christian religion is the 
basis of the best and highest civilization, and the 
great want of Japan; and instead of being repri- 
manded or punished for 0 doing, the daimio had 
taken to reading the Scriptures himself, and had 
been so far convinced of the truth of his minister’s 
declarations, that he now had sent him to the mis- 
sionary with the earnest request that he would 
come to his capital and take up his residence there 
permanently, in order to establish schools through- 
out his dominions upon a Christian foundation. 

To the friends of the Bible Society it cannot 
but be cheering and encouraging to know these 
facts, thus briefly stated. They furnish an answer 
to the query often propounded even in these days 
of God’s wonderful movements upon the heathen 
world, when it is sneeringly asked, “‘ What is the 
use of sending the Bible to men who are pagans ?” 
To this it is frequently added; as though there 
could be no denying it, “They cannot understand 
it; we must wait till they are civilized.” A mer- 
chant from England once said to an American 
missionary in the presence of the writer: “You 
missionaries should have waited thirty years, until 
we merchants had enlightened the Japanese and 

civilized them by commerce, Lem lg to 
Christianize them.”

There were 
twenty Quarto Bibles, twenty Bibles, Octavo, and 
twenty Octavo Testaments. All the Octayo Bibles, 
roan embossed, 150 in all, have been circulated, and 
most of the 250 Testaments. The work of electro- 
typing the Hawaiian Bible, though involving 
great expense is amply justified, The people are 
eager in their demand for the books. 

Braziu.—tThe distribution of the Scriptures in 

Brazil is not so large as in some other foreign 
fields, but still it is sufficient to warrant persever- 
ance. It affords ground of hope for better things. 
The Rev. F. J. C. Schneider, of the Presbyterian 
Mission at Rio de Janeiro, writes us: The moral 
darkness here is very great. But we have reason 
to believe that our labours are not in vain, and 
that the seed sown by us, and also by your col- 
porteurs, is not all lost. We occasionally hear of 
wonderful effects produced by the simple reading 
of God’s word. Do not be discouraged then, but 
continue to help us in the great and blessed work 
of evangelizing Brazil.”

- A LETTER FROM THE AGENT IN THE LEVANT. 

Catro, Eeypt, February 13th, 1869. 
Dear Sm:—TI arrived in this city four days 
ago, and have been fully employed looking into 
accounts and planning for a still further enlarge- 
ment of the Bible work in this interesting land. 
IT am much impressed with the efforts put forth by 
those in power to raise this kingdom to an hon- 
ourable position among civilized nations. There 
is still cppression on every hand; yet mingled 
with it, in strange contrast, are influences which 


~ tend directly and powerfully to bring into active 


exercise a spirit of enterprise which may eyentu- 
ate in real prosperity. The changes inaugurated 
by the Viceroy in this metropolis are as marked 
as those in progress under the eye of the Sultan 
in Constantinople. Here, as there—with little re- 
gard to the wishes of high or low, rich or poor— 
engineers are carrying out their plans, opening, in 
yarious directions, streets that remind the travel- 


— ler of the boulevards of Paris. Evidently the Vice-

is introducing into its most sacred cities. So 
find, that while they are promoting general 

ion, encouraging independence of action 
ght necessary to. secure ‘thrift and enter- 


prise, laying out beautiful parks, increasing the 
avenues of trade, building magnificent palaces, and 
introducing the theatre and circus, they are at the 
same time building new mosques. A mosque now 
going rapidly up in Cairo is said to be 258 feet 
long by 125 feet wide. Not a few of the ideas of 
which modern architecture is justly proud are 
finding their way into these buildings. The tray- 
eller is impressed by these changes, and asks what 
must be the result, if not a gradual removal of long 
established and most injurious customs and prin- 
ciples, both of religion and government. In this 
intimacy of life with death, freedom with despot- 
ism, which shall prevail? There can be little 
doubt; yet we shall see what we shall see. The 
Christian philanthropist believes that all this is 
but preparatory for the throwing up of the high- 
way for the coming of Zion’s glorious King. 

lam much impressed with the advance made 
in the interests of evangelism since I last visited 
Egypt. Instead of two there are now six central 
stations, occupied by earnest missionary toilers, 
aided by a fine corps of native assistant teachers 
and colporteurs, Five evangelical churches have 
been planted, pleasant, oases in this desert of sin. 
The membership of these churches is largely on 
the increase from year to year. 

The details of Scripture distribution and col- 
portage for 1868 are not yet complete, owing to 
the absence of several missionary brethren from 
their fields, and the increased burdens of others. 
I hope, however, soon to receive a report embody- 
ing the results of the labours of the colporteurs 
sustained by funds from our Society. All the mis- 
sionary brethren whom I have seen speak of ad- 
vance, notwithstanding the opposition the patri- 
arch and other ecclesiastics ot the Coptic Church 
have manifested. 

February 15th.—Yesterday was the Sabbath. 
In the morning at 8 o’clock it was my privilege 
to preach to a little company of Armenians, mostly 
from Arabkir in Turkey. ‘Twenty-five were pres- 
ent, and gave good attention. At the Arabic sery- 
ice at half past 9 A. M., conducted by Dr. Barnett, 
about 100 were present, thirty of whom were fe- 
males. At the Arabic service in the afternoon, in 
another part of the city, I noticed a fine looking 
young man, whose kind attentions to the strangers 
present for the first time (Copts from up the Nile), 
and earnest interest in the word spoken, attracted 
my attention, At the conclusion of the services I 
inquired of the preacher in regard to him, Three 
years ago this young man was a drunkard and a 
profligate, addicted to every kind of degrading 
vice. A kind voice sounded in his ear, one day, 
urging him to forsake his evil ways and. turn to 
the Lord. At first he disregarded the warning. 
The word spoken so affectionately and earnestly 
was not lost. The young man could not get rid 
of the impression made upon him. He determ- 
ined at last to follow the advice of the missionary, 
and became a regular attendant at the Mission 
chapel. He purchased a Bible, and read it dili- 
gently and with increasing interest. He forsook 
his cups, gave up his companions in sin, left off 
evil habits, and is now in covenant with the Lord 
Jesus, Shrewd in argument, earnest in appeal, 
and faithful in warning those around him, his 


influence for good is very great, and all the more — 
so because he is industrious and successful in sec-

I saw also another young man, whose appear- 
ance interested me, and whose history in brief I 
must give you: One morning, years ago, a young 
lad was standing in one of the crowded streets of 
Cairo in the midst of boys, donkeys, and men and 
women hurrying to their respective avocations. 
He was dirty and ragged; his left eye was gone, 
and his left arm withered. A kind-hearted mis- 
sionary noticed and spoke to the boy. Pleased 
with his appearance, he asked the lad to go with 
him to hishome. There he entered into conversa- 
tion with him at some length, and showed him 
the school where other boys were learning to read, 
and asked him if he would like to join them. He 
said, “Yes,” and seemed greatly pleased. The 
next day he came to the school, and soon showed 
that his was no ordinary character. He made 
rapid advance in learning to read, and in all the 
studies to which he was introduced by his teachers. 
The truths of the Bible which he was also taught 
proved good seed, and brought forth fruit. The 
boy “ Abdullah” became, what his name imports, 
a “son of God,” without rebuke in the midst of the 
perverse people about him. From step to step in 
morality, knowledge, piety, and position, he has 
advanced, until he now holds the place of head 
teacher in one of the flourishing schools for boys 
in this metropolis of Egypt. Diligent, earnest, 
yet very modest and unassuming, his influence 
shows itself in unnumbered forms in the school- 
room and homes of his pupils. When last I saw 
him, my heart asked the Lord to spare him and 

_ make him long useful in the great work of evan- 
gelism in Egypt. 

I have just had an interview with a young Ger- 
man, now in charge of the “ Morning Star”—the 
Bible boat upon the Nile.

THE BIBLE IN SPAIN. 

We copy the following from a letter of the for- 
eign correspondent of the Northwestern Presby- 
terian. It gives the clearest and fullest view we 
have yet seen of the work in which all Protestant 
Christians take so deep an interest. We all re- 
joice in seeing so wide an opening for the word 
of God in a country hitherto hermetically sealed 
against all Bible light and influence. 

From the information received, it is found that 
it is better to print the Scriptures in Spain than in 
this country; and arrangements have been made 
for 160,000 of the separate Gospels, the Acts of 
the Apostles, the Epistle to the Romans, and the 
two Epistles of Peter, to be furnished immediately ; 
74,000 portions haye already been sent to Spain 
or printed in Madrid, and more than 35,000 have 
been distributed in that country, while the 
Spaniards are very anxious to receive the Scrip- 
tures, when circulated in Madrid, San Sebastian, 
and Malaga. The Bible continental carriage, 
already mentioned, will contain 70,000 books, and 
be fitted with every requisite for two missionaries ~ 
to travel in. It is proposed that this carriage 
shall visit all the towns in France, if permitted, / 
and also enter Spain with the same object. The 
French Protestarit Bible Society are very anxious 
to join the British operations in this form, and —

This is 
only the beginning of good. The piles of Gospels, 
which now hegin to arrive from the printers’ 
hands, will soon go out to all parts of Spain, as 
the leaves which are for the healing of the nations.” 


OUR AGENCY IN ILLINOIS. 

With the close of the fiscal year, March 31, the 
official connexion of the Rev. AMAsA Lorp with 
this Society terminated. After a service, in 
different positions, extending over nearly thirty 
years, and marked throughout by great efficiency 
and distinguished success, Mr. Lord has resigned 
his place as our representative in Illinois, to as- 
sume the office of Western Secretary of the Amer- 
ican Peace Society. To show the value of his 
labours for the Cause, we can do no better than 
quote his own words, as addressed recently to 
the Elgin Bible Society, at its anniversary. The 
most of the growth here referred to has taken 
place under his superintendence. 


Organized efforts for the promotion of the Bible 
cause in this State, date back to December 14th, 1823, 
when the Greene Co. B. 8. was formed by Rey. J. M. 
-Peck, the first Agent of the American B. 8. in the State. 
This was nearly six years after Illinois was admitted 
into the Union, but its entire population at that time 
was only about 70,000. These were nearly all in the 
southern part of the State, while the northern portion, 


— now the most populous and wealthy, was still the home 


of the savage. The lead mines in the northwestern 
part of the State, had, however, attracted a floating 
population, so that in 1827 it was found practicable to 
form a society in, or near, what is now Galena, called 
the Fever River Lead Mine Bible Society, being the first 
in Northern Illinois. : 

_ In 1828, or early in 1829, the Illinois State Bible Society 
was formed, with its headquarters at Alton, which was 
then the. largest city in the State. The need of Bible 
organizations at that time, is shown by a statement of 
its secretary when soliciting a donation of Bibles from 
the American Bible Society, viz.: that merchants did 
not keep them for sale, and that there was but one book 
store west of Cincinnati and north of the Ohio river. 
By 1830 the population of Illinois had increased to 
about 160,000, having more than doubled during the 
previous five years. The number of organized counties 
a the State, at this time, was fifty-six, and the number 
of Bible societies about twenty-five. j 

183 


837 there began to be material for Bible societies 
ern Illinois, and one was formed in Chicago. 
er maintained but a precarious existence until 


it was reorganized with Mr. T. B. Carter as 
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its secretary. He has occupied this position ever since ; 
his official connexion with the society being probably 
longer than that of any other officer of an auxiliary in 
the State. The Chicago Bible Society stands at the 
head of institutions of this kind in the West, doing 
more than that of Cincinnati, and much more than the 
one at St. Louis. Its remittances to the American 
sible Society since its organization amount to about 
$82,000, and it has circulated about 250,000 Bibles and 
Testaments, 

The next largest remittances are from La Salle County, 
$19,254 21; Adams County, $18,659 64; Kane County, 
$18,203 70; Randolph County, $17,741 08, and Morgan 
County, $16,774 09. The money raised by these socie- 
ties, as well as by others, has been mainly since 1847. 
During the twenty-three years previous to this time, the 
amount sent to the American Bible Society was only 
about $45,000, or less than $2,000 per annum, and the 
number of books circulated only about 6,000 per annum. 
There was but very little system in efforts for the Bible 
cause; they were confined mainly to the cities and vil- 
lages, and almost all the auxiliaries were aided by the Par- 
ent Society, instead of helping it to supply the destitute 
elsewhere. But it should be remembered that in these 
days of small things, the population and wealth of the 
State were much less than at present, and that the con- 
tributions may have been as liberal in proportion as 
now. 

In 1847 the plan was adopted of operating through 
branch societies, and by the aid of local agents. The 
number of the former has been increased from time to 
time to about 1,400, and the number of the latter to 
about 7,000. The results of thus systematizing the 
work, and reaching every neighborhood annually, have 
been cheering: The remittances to the American Bible 
Society during the twenty-two years of the exist- 
ence of this plan, in addition to what the auxiliaries 
have paid for home expenses, have been about $800,000, 


| of which about $450,000 have been in payment for books 


to be used in our own State, and about $350,000 as dona- 
tions to aid in supplying other places. The annual cir- 
culation of books is now about 100,000, and the total 
circulation during the past twenty-two years, about 
1,200,000. There are now in the 1,500 Bible depositories 
in the State, about 300,000 volumes, worth not far from 
$70,000. Not far from 10,000, persons have paid or 
pledged $30 or #150 each, to constitute life members or 
life directors of the American Bible Society. 

Well as Illinois has done for the Bible cause in the 
past, it should do still better in the future. It is a mag- 
nificent State, larger than the whole of England, and 
seven fimes as large as Massachusetts. . It ‘has 1,000 miles 
of navigable rivers in and around it, and 3,000 miles of 
railroad, in which about $150,000,000 have been invested. 
Its increase of population during several years past has 
been at the rate of about 100,000 per annum, and the to- 
tal now amounts to about 2,500,000. It has men within 
it, whose annual income is counted by tens, or scores of 
thousands, and a single hundred of whom could give to 
the Bible cause as much as is now given by the entire | 
population. Surely the history of the Bible cause in 
such a State ought to be a cheering one. ~ 


-Retiring from the work with our sincere 
wishes that he may be no less prosperous and 
happy in his new field of labour, Mr. Lord leaves 
the interests of the Bible cause in Illinois in the 
hands of two of his experienced and tried assist- 
ants, the Rey. E. G. Smrra and Rev. Joserx 
MossEr ; the former of whom has been appointed 
our Agent for Northern Tlinois, and the latter for 
Southern Illinois. This division of the State has 
been deemed wise, in yiew of its great extent and 
large population. We heartily commend the 
brethren thus named to the confidence and cordial 
co-operation of the people of their districts; and 
we trust they may so fully enjoy the Divine bless- 
ing upon their labours, that the progress we have 
noted may be continued, and even surpassed in 
the future history of the Bible cause in Illinois. —

SOUTHWESTERN LOUISIANA.—GENERAL DISTRIBUTION, 


Mr. Mims reports as follows : 

I have supplied fifteen Sunday schools gratuitous- 
ly with 250 volumes, two day schools with fifty vol- 
umes, and two churches with one volume each ; 
steamboats, prisons, and hotels have been visited 
and supplied; the freedmen have been carefully 
looked after, and all that could read thoroughly 
supplied gratuitously from the “ Pennsylvania” and 
“ Freedman’s grant.”? Of the families visited, 1,587 
were found without Bibles, 718 of whom refused 
the Scriptures. These were nearly all Romanists, 
and very few of them could read. Now and then, 
I have had the pleasure of selling or giving a Bible 
to them, which was greatly prized. Large numbers 
of the freedmen could not be supplied, from the fact 
that they could not read. It is highly gratifying to 
observe the friendship and good will toward each 
other existing between the white and coloured races 
in this part of the work (Southwestern Louisiana). 
The white people take a deep interest in the welfare 
of the freedmen. Their old masters, and present: 
employers, often aid me in supplying them with the 
Scriptures. ‘Let us,’’ say they, “elevate them; 
they are among us, and we should do all in our 
power to improve them in virtue and morality.” 


POVERTY AND DISTRESS OF THE PEOPLE. 


The hinderances and drawbacks to my labours 
have been great. We thought the years 1865, 1866, 
and 1867 very severe, but it remained for the year 
1868 to put the capstone on all the years of suffer- 
ing since 1860. That most to be dreaded’ of all 
demoralizing influences, poverty, has infested every 
locality, and all have felt its pernicious power. Sui- 
cides and death from starvation have occurred within 
my observation. The want of wholesome nourish- 
ment made victims of some of the people, launched 
thus upon the broad ocean of eternity in despair, 
because without the knowledge of salvation, or the 
inspiration of courage which the Bible imparts to 
overcome difficulties. Till the crops matured, many 
had to subsist on a little boiled milk—some had 
only bread and salt. I know of one parish where 
300 families were on meal and salt. I have known 
instances of extreme poverty, where the last bread 
was in the oven. In January my heart was wrung 
with pity when, calling on a family, I found them in 
a miserable shanty with a dirt floor, barefoot, scan- 
tily clothed, living on dry bread, several sick, and 
all looking the picture of death; without medicine 
or nourishment suitable for the sick; the father fif- 
teen miles distant, splitting rails for bread, no Bi- 
ble in the house, not even a Testament: “ We are 
members of the church,” said the mother; ‘“‘ we have 
just settled in this place, and find times very hard ; 
we can’t get meat to eat.” Tears involuntarily 
filled my eyes; money with me was scarce, but I 
could not leave them without distributing a small 


pittance. I gave them a Bible worth sixty cents, 


in the name of your society; it was received with 
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many thanks. I did not go far till I found another 
family on dry bread. But I cannot enlarge. I am 
not able to afford relief, and therefore must turn my 
eyes away from the scene. 

Here is a field white unto the harvest, but the la- 
bourers are few. Many are perishing for lack of 
knowledge. A temporal scarcity is equalled by a 
spiritual famine: cribs empty, purse exhausted, no 
Bible in the house. The precious word, both oral 
and written, is scarce. What a field for the phi- 
lanthropist ! 

I called on a clever man one day, and remained 
till the usual dinner time, when he said, “‘I would 
offer you something to eat, but we have nothing in 
the house, and but one dime left.” I have for many 
days taken but one meal, and have been compelled 
to sleep out in the wild woods and prairies, that my 
horses might find grazing—no other feed to be had. 

A better day, we hope, has dawned. The God 
of the Bible has sent the “early and latter rain,” 
and blessed our fields by making them fruitful. A 
bountiful harvest of bread has been garnered. The 
people are turning their attention to the more profit- 
able avocations of agriculture, the resources of the 
country are being slowly developed, the great polit- 
ical ferment is subsiding, peace and harmony are 
prevailing, and the smiles of a hopeful future can be 
seen on almost every face. I am greatly encouraged 
to go on with the work, fully believing that “they 
who sow in tears shall reap in joy.” 

Families visited, 4,875; number of miles travel- 
led, 4,600, with buggy and horses. 


SOUTHERN MISSISSIPPI AND EASTERN LOUISIANA. 


Mr. Harmon reports as follows: 

On February 1, 1868, I entered upon the duties 
of my agency under the most unfavourable circum- 
stances, so far as the condition of the country and 
people were concerned. The financial distress of the 
people, owing to the failure of crops, prevented the 
collection of much money. ; 

Twenty-five societies, auxiliary to the South 
Western Bible Society, have been organized in 
Southern Mississippi and Eastern Louisiana. The 
work of ascertaining and supplying the destitutions 
existing in their respective fields has been committed 
to their charge, with promise of success. Two thou- 
sand dollars’ worth of Bibles and Testaments have 
been deposited with them, About thirty Sunday 
schools have been supplied. A vast amount of sick- 
ness, epidemic in its nature, prevailed throughout 
the country during the spring and summer months, 
About 250 
families in villages and towns have been specially 
visited, Over 6,500 miles have been travelled, 

One hundred and fifty sermons and addresses 
have been delivered. In connexion with this bless- 
ed work, we have felt the unity and love of God’s 
spirit with the ministers of other denominations. We 
have witnessed the introduction into the membership 
of different churehes, of one hundred and fifty or six- 
ty souls, as the direct result. 

The amount of sales was $224 75; of donations, 
$224 75; of this amount largely to Sunday schools.

Railroad, I gathered up an armful of Bibles, Testa- 
ments, and Psalms, and, addressing a group of col- 
oured men, remarked that “I had a wonderful book

m my hand, written in the land of Palestine, and if | railroads and at home, and likewise in the coun- 


any of them were piously inclined, | would sell them 
this remarkable history of ancient times at cost.” 
Their curiosity became excited, and I disposed of 
several Bibles, Testaments, and Psalms. Who can 
tell the good that will flow from this distribution of 
God’s word ? 

Entering a depository which I had established at 
a certain town, I asked “‘how many books had been 
sold?” They reported, “ Little or nothing.’”’? Open- 
ing my trunk of Bibles, I called the attention of a 
group of men in the store, telling them “ the South 
Western Bible Society sold their books at cost, re- 
fusing all profit or speculation on the word of life.” 
In the face of the merchant, who ‘could not sell 
any,” as he said, I disposed of a handsome lot of 
Bibles ; showing the fact that men would buy, if at- 
tention were called to the cheapness and value of 
the books. 

At the Mississippi Annual Conference, I opened 
a trunk of Bibles, and called the attention of the 
ministers present to the cheapness of the Society’s 
books.. As money was scarce with them, and some 
of them were distressed for the want of it, I sold 
to such the Bibles they wished, at half price; some 
of them family Bibles.

The anniversary exercises of this auxiliary were 
held Sabbath night, the 7th inst., in the Cumber- 
land Presbyterian Church on Court Street; the 
Presbyterians, Methodists, and Baptists of the city 
suspending their regular evening services and uni- 
ting in a grand, general assembly in behalf of the 
Bible work. The pastors of the several churches 
conducted the devotional exercises, after which 
was read the annual report of the executive com- 
mittee, and then took place the election of the 
following officers for the ensuing year, viz. : 

E. H. Porter, president; Wm. R. Stewart, sec- 
retary ; C. Johnson, treasurer. 

Next came the addresses, by Col. R. J. Morgan, 
of the Second Street Methodist Church, and Rey. 
D. E. Burns, pastor of the First Baptist Church. 
These addresses were finely adapted to the occa- 
sion. 

The annual report of the executive committee 
gives interesting facts, some of which we extract 
for our readers. The city of Memphis, and the 
county of Shelby, comprise the special field of the 
society; but in addition to services bestowed at 
home, the officers have laboured in “regions be- 
yond,” in the counties of McNairy, Decatur, and 
Henderson, In this work several local agents 
haye been employed, who have visited 2,191 fam- 
ilies, many of whom being destitute, were supplied 

with the Bible. To the counties named, there were 
sent 441 Bibles, 1,714 Testaments, 94 portions of 
Scripture, costing $701 15. So far, these coun 
ties have not been more than half canvassed and 
supplied. The failure arose from the fact that a 
large number of books, donated by the Parent So- 
ciety in New York, were destroyed by a fire at 
Columbus, Ky. Otherwise these counties might 
have been entirely supplied. ‘ 
- In addition to the work of the agents, noted 
above, the regular agent of the society, Mr, W. 
_H. Thomas, long engaged in the Bible work, has 
been constantly employed in the field—along the 


ties of McNairy, Decatur, and Henderson. He 
visited 8,447 families; 990 destitute of the Bible; 
supplied 265 families and 77 individuals with the 
Bible; Bibles sold, 149; Bibles donated, 878; 
Testaments sold, 863; Testaments donated, 771; 
portions of Scripture sold, 97; portions of Scrip- 
ture donated, 869. The number of all the books 
which passed through the hands of the Agent, is 
3,291; cost, $1,404 17. 

The agent reports that collections have been 
attended with difficulty, but, upon the whole, have 
been good under the circumstances of the country. 
He reports further, as among the good fruits of 
the Bible work: ‘Persons are induced to go to 
church who have not been before; others who had 
gotten out of the habit of going, induced to re- 
sume it; persons of intelligence who, on account 
of their training, had never read the Bible, in- 
fluenced to commence the reading of it”—these are 
specimens, 

A chief and suggestive feature of the agent’s 
work relates to Bible reading, of which it is said: 
“He spent much time in reading to families the 
most suitable portions of God’s word.” This has 
been a most cheering work, and of great advan- 
tage to all. Even the Christian was comforted 
and made to love the word of God more than ever. 

Tuesday afternoon, the 9th inst., the executive 
committee held an interesting meeting, at which 
they resolved to continue the Bible work in the 
counties of McNairy, Decatur, and Henderson, and 
besides, to extend their labours into the county of 
Tishomingo, Mississippi. Mr. Thomas was re- 
elected agent of the society, and it was agreed to 
employ from four to six agents to canvass the 
counties named, and supply the people with the 
Scriptures. .

_ THE LATE REV. FRANKLIN 8, RISING. 

We give in this number of the Record so much 
as our space permits of the following tribute to 
the precious memory of one of our most valued 
co-labourers on the Pacific coast. Our Agent, Rev. 
F. Buel, who sends it, was often cheered and 
sustained by the hearty support of Mr. Rising. 
“Blessed are the dead which die in the Lord; 
that they may rest from their labours; and their 
works do fellow them.” 

I feel that it is due to the memory of Rey. 
Franklin 8. Rising, whose untimely death has filled 
the minds of his friends with such poignant grief, 
that his deep interest and untiring labours in the 
circulation of the word of God on this coast should 
be placed on record. Some months before I had 
opportunity to visit Virginia City as Agent of the 
Bible Society, I received from him a request to 
send him a supply of Bibles and Testaments, to 
which I most cheerfully responded. His zeal for 
the circulation of the Scriptures thus early antici- 
pated any official operations of my own. When 
the way seemed opened to me to visit Nevada, for 
the purpose of organizing societies, I found a 
ready welcome from Mr. Rising at Virginia City, 
where he had been for some time located as the 
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dignity peculiarly his own, and yet with great 
ower and efficacy, he pleaded the cause of the 
Bible and the need of its influence amid the excite- 
ments of a mining people, and among those who 
were laying the foundations of a new community. 
A very liberal collection was made, amounting to 
$300, which was cast in a silver brick and sent 
in bulk to the American Bible Society—the first- 
fruits of Nevada to the Bible cause. When the 
society was organized, he was very properly elect- 
ed its secretary at my suggestion, knowing by my 
experience that its very life and activities depend- 
ed on that officer. He well executed the trust 
which the society committed to him. So long as 
Mr. R. had official connexion with it, it was always 
doing its work. On my return the following year, 
I found that depositories had been established 
all over the State at every mining town, while a 
good supply of books had always been kept on 
hand. 


During Mr. Rising’s last year as rector, I again 
visited Nevada ta hold the anniversary of the 
Bible society. The meeting came off on the Sab- 
bath evening. The whole congregation, made up 
from the different churches, worshipped devoutly 
in the evening service of the Episcopal Church as 
read by Rey. Mr. Rising, after which the exercises 
of the anniversary of the Bible society followed. 
Addresses were made by Rey. Mr. Martin and 
myself, and I think by others. I do not know the 
title of the Episcopal Church of Virginia, but we 
felt that we were in the enclosure of the Great 
Shepherd—in Christ’s Church—and the savour of 
that meeting, made precious and heavenly by the 
Christian harmony of which the meeting was the 
result, and which pervaded all its order and pro- 
ceedings, will remain with me as long as memory 
lasts. The main topic before the meeting was, the 
need of a systematic canvass of the State for the 
purpose of supplying the people with the word of 
God, and a very liberal collection was made for 
the purpose. During the week, the committee of 
the society took the matter under advisement, and 
determined immediately to undertake the canvass. 
A suitable person was employed for the work, and 
very soon after commenced his labours. To all 
this Mr. Rising applied himself with his usual zeal 
and devotion. as 

Soon after this Mr. Rising was obliged to leave 
Nevada, on account of ill health brought on by - 
his arduous labours. I saw him in this city, on 
his way to the Sandwich Islands, and enjoyed his 
Christian society, At the Islands, the same com- 
prehensive Christianity which led him to unite 
with other Christians in circulating the word of 
God, the common source of our religious faith, led 
him there to rejoice in the evidence of its power 
among the Hawaiian Islanders through the labours 
of the missionaries, and on his return to bear 
timony, through the press, of the fideli 
efficiency of their labours in preaching the Go:

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THE LATE REV. CYRUS BYINGTON. 

We copy the subjoined obituary notice of this 
revered man of God, from the March number of 
the Missionary Herald. For many months before 
his decease, Father Byington was a frequent visitor 
and co-labourer in the Bible House, having devot- 
ed himself to the reading of the proof sheets of the 
Choctaw Pentateuch, which was printed from his 
own beautiful manuscript translation. It was a 
pleasant thing to see this venerable and patriarch- 
al man, quietly and cheerfully labouring day after 
day to prepare the word of God for his “ poor 
people,” as he used to call them. When his work 
was done, he returned to his family in Ohio, and 
very soon the Lord called him to “come up 
higher.” The dear old translator of the Bible 
himself has been translated. With Carey, and 
Morrison, and Eliot, and the worthies who went 
before them to glory, leaving their Bibles in many 
languages behind them to bring millions of souls 
to Jesus, the veteran missionary “rests from his 
labours, and his works do follow him.” 

Rey. Cyrus Byington, after spending more than 
forty years among the Choctaws, died at Belpre, 
Ohio, December 31, 1868. Having completed his 
theological studies at Andover in 1819, and haying 
been employed by the Prudential Committee of 
the American Board, for a time, to present the 
claims of missions to the churches, he set out for 
the Choctaw mission, accompanied by a large 
reinforcement, in the autumn of 1820, and arrived 
at Eliot April 17, 1821. He resided subsequently 
at two other stations in “the old nation,” this side 
of the Mississippi River; but as the treaty of 1830 
required the removal of the Indians, he was oblig- 
ed to follow them to their present home. Accord- 
ingly, in 1835, he went to Stockbridge (the station 
receiving its name from Stockbridge, Massachu- 
setts, where he was born, March 11, 1793), and 
there he continued to labour till his failing health 
constrained him to leave the people, whose high- 
est welfare he had sought so diligently and so 
faithfully to promote. 


Besides_the ordinary work of the missionary, 
Mr. Byington made himself very useful im prepar- 


ing books for the Indians. He began the study of 


the language at an early day, and at length was 
able to express his thoughts, whether in public or 
private discourse, with great fluency. When he 
retired from the post which he had occupied for 
thirty years, he did not cease to labour for the 
Choctaws. He performed a valuable service for 
them, which they will not be slow to appreciate, 
in giving them portions of the Bible in their 
native tongue. 

It is stated in the “New York Observer,” that 
on the morning of his last day on earth, he asked 
to have the closing chapter of Luke read to him, 
and joined his family in singing the hymn, “My 


God, how endless is thy love!” He then offered 


one of his comprehensive, fervent prayers, and 


with a soul full of peace and confidence in Jesus, 


awaited his departure, often exclaiming, “ Precious 
Saviour!” In a few hours he was with Christ. 
- Rey. J. A. Bates, pastor of the church at Belpre,

; the following statements respecting his | 
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character: “During my acquaintance with Mr. 
Byington I always found him the same. I think 
he was of a very even temperament ; never excited ; 
always earnest; never doubtful; always cheerful. 
He was always ready to talk or preach, was deep- 
ly interested in one of my ‘outstations’ and would 
ride over the hills five or six miles on horseback, 
every Sabbath (if we would allow it), to preach 
to a little company who would come to hear him. 
Everybody called him a good old man, He would 
always have something to say for Jesus, in season 
and out of season. He was of a very mild dispo- 
sition. One who has known him tor thirty years, 
and was with him among the Indians, says she 
never knew him to be angry or to speak a harsh 
word.”

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY, 

The stated meeting of the Board of Managers 
was held at the Bible House, Astor Place, on 
Thursday, April 1st, at half past three, P. M.; 
James Lenox, Esq., President, in the chair, assisted 
by William Whitlock, Jr., Norman White, James 
Suydam, A. Robertson Walsh, and E. L. Fancher, 
Esqs., Vice Presidents. 

The Rev. Dr. Thomas De Witt read the fiftieth 
Psalm and offered prayer. _ Sharad? 

Eleven new auxiliaries were recognised; of 
which two were in Wisconsin, two in Missouri, 
two in Texas, and one in each of the States of 
Connecticut, Michigan, North Carolina, Georgia, 
and Alabama. 

Communications were received from Mr. Thos, 
M. Westrup and Mr. Andrew M. Milne, giving 
account of their work in Mexico, and on the Rio 
de la Plata; from Rev. Charles Jackson, British 
and Foreign Bible Society, and Mr. Henry C. Hall, 
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in regard to the work in Spain, stating that the 
importation of Bibles is still prohibited, but that 
the British and Foreign Bible Society are printing 
the Scriptures in Madrid; from Rey. Dr. Revel, 
Florence, stating the circulation of the Italian 
Bible from that city; from Rev. L G. Bliss, Cairo, 
with gratifying accounts of Bible work in Egypt; 
from Rey. Dr. Williamson, missionary among the 
Dakota Indians, as to the progress of printing the 
Scriptures in the language of that people; from 
Rey. Dr. J. V. N. Talmage, Amoy, with accounts 
of the Bible work in the Mission there ; from Rey. 
Dr. Trumbull, Valparaiso, with encouraging state- 
ments as to Bible distribution in Chili; and from 
Rey. Dr. Gulick, Honolulu, with favourable ac- 
counts as to the sale of the Bible recently elec- 
trotyped at the Bible House, and sent thither. 
The books are highly appreciated and eagerly 
sought for. 

Grants of books were made to the Presbyterian 
Committee of Home Missions for Tennessee; to 
the American and Foreign Bible Society; to 
Maryland Bible Society for distribution in the 
border States; to the African Zion Church for col- 
oured Sunday schools; to Coloured Bible Society 
at Nashville; Ojibway Testaments for Canada; 
to the American Seamen’s Friend Society for the 
Sandwich Islands; to the Presbyterian Committee 
Foreign Missions (south); bcoks for distribution 
in Ruatan and New Guiana; to African Sunday 
School Association; and many other of smaller 
amount. They were in various languages and 

- different sizes and description. The total number 
of volumes granted is 9,156, besides others to dif 
ferent parties amounting to $344 82. 

The receipts for March were, $91,057 34; the 

issues, 92,381 volumes. 


ONWARD. 

The fifty-third year of the American Bible Soci- 
ety’s operations closed on the last day of the past 
month. The general results will soon be reported 
to the public. 

The new year opens with good cheer. At the 
March meeting of the Board of Managers, meas- 


ures were taken for an enlargement of our work, 


and plans are already in progress to give effect 
to that action. 

In consequence of the disturbed financial con- 
dition of the country during the last three years, 
very little new work, which would require a large 
outlay of money, has been undertaken by the 
Board. Yet they have been enabled to complete 
some of their most important works which had 
been for some time under way, to strengthen and 
advance other operations that were in hand, and 
to meet with liberality every well authenticated 
application for funds and books. 


But circumstances now indicate that the set | 


time has come for a gradual, steady, and compre- 


hensive expansion of the Society’s service in our 
own country and in foreign lands. The specific 
directions in which this extension is to be made 
will be presented from time to time, as may be 
necessary. 

Entering upon its fifty-fourth year with the ban- 
ner of progress floating over its head, we invoke 
the prayers and liberality of all friends of the 
American Bible Society, whose steadfast support 
alone can enable it to go forward and to do its 
appointed work.

DR. C. C, HOAGLAND. 

It is with sincere sorrow that we record the 
death, at Des Moines, on the 19th of March, of 
this estimable brother, who held the important 
position of Agent of this Society for Southern 
Iowa. 

Christopher C. Hoagland, M.D., entered our 
service in that State in November, 1866, after 
having been for several years engaged in the 
Bible work in Illinois, under the general direc- 
tion of the Rey. Amasa Lord. His experience 
proved of much value to him on his appoint- 
ment to an independent agency; and the brief 
period during which he has held our commis- 
sion abounds in testimonies to his untiring en- 
ergy, his fidelity, and his devotion to the. Cause. 
His removal was sudden, and we are without any 
details of the sad event, beyond the fact that he 
was transacting business in a store at the time he 
was attacked (as is supposed with heart disease), 
and died in two hours afterwards, 

We have been gratified to receive various testi- 
monials and tributes to the worth and usefulness 
of our departed brother. The Des Moines Register 
observes: ‘‘ He was a faithful labourer in the Cause 
he was engaged in, and has gone to his grave with 
the record of a true Christian and an honest man. 
As a Bible Agent he was zealous, efficient, and 
faithful. The people in Iowa are many who will 
mourn his death.” One of his assistants remarks : 
“No work was too laborious, no burden too heavy, 
no travel too fatiguing, if thereby he could ad- 
vance the Cause he loved. Troops of friends, 
scattered all over Iowa, will mourn his loss.” One 
of our Agents writes: ‘“‘ The doctor was very genial 
and courteous in his manners, and earnest and 
devoted as an Agent.” “And his colleague, Rey. 
W. A. Chambers, our Agent in Northern Iowa, 
says, in a very feeling letter: “Though my ac- 
quaintance with the doctor had been short, yet it 
had been long enough to attach me to him strong- 
ly. His noble frankness; his sweet, brotherly, 
sympathizing spirit, ever ready to render any 
needed aid; wise in counsel, yet confiding as a 


woman ; by these attributes I was brought to love 


him.” 
To all these expressions we can add the assur- 


ance of the high personal esteem in which Dr. 
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Hoagland was held by the officers of the Scciety, 
and their appreciation of his valuable labours. 
Bowing submissively to this dispensation of Provi- 
dence, we tender our warmest sympathy to the 
bereaved family, and commend them to the care 
and comfort of their Heavenly Father. 

This event, following so soon the decease of 
other honoured and beloved Agents, admonishes 
us all anew to greater diligence in the Master’s 
work. We trust that our friends in Southern Iowa 
will not fail, in this trying emergency, to sustain 
our Cause with more earnest prayer, and with re- 
doubled efforts. All who have been accustomed 
to report to Dr. Hoagland, are requested to send 
their reports for the present to Rey.
